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Bridgend shop 
owner is fined for 
fire safety failings

BUSINESS owners 
in south Wales are 
being urged to 
ensure they’re 
upholding their 
legal duty to keep 
staff, customers 
and premises safe 
from fire, after a 
Bridgend company 
was found guilty of 
violating fire safety 
laws. 

Bridgend Trailercraft 
Limited, which owns 


and operates a shooting 
and fishing supplies 
shop, Keen’s Tackle and 
Guns, was fined a total 
of £16,000 at Cardiff 
Crown Court. South 
Wales Fire Authority 
has also applied for full 
costs to be paid; an 
additional £20,000. 

The prosecution 
follows a fire at the 
Bridgend Road store in 
November 2016, which 
was started by water 
leaking into electrics. 
Neighbouring properties 
were evacuated and the 
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road was closed as a 
precaution, due to the 
presence of shotgun 
cartridges and other 
materials. 

A thorough 
inspection, carried out 
the following day by 
specialist Business Fire 
Safety officers from 
South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service 
(SWFRS), found 
several fire safety 
failings, likely to place 
people at risk of death 
or serious injury in the 
event of fire. 

As a result of the 
findings, Bridgend 
Trailercraft Limited was 
summoned to appear 


before Cardiff Crown 
Court for 12 offences 
including failure to 
carry out a Fire Risk 
Assessment and a lack 
of appropriate electronic 
fire alarm system, 
contrary to the 
Regulatory Reform 
(Fire Safety) Order 
2005. 

The order, a ‘self- 
compliant’ law, means 
those responsible for 
creating the risk are 
expected to comply 
with its requirements. 
The company pleaded 
guilty to a sample four 
offences, with the 
remainder lying on file. 

In presenting the case 


to the court. South 
Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service outlined how a 
suitable and sufficient 
fire risk assessment, 
which is a legal 
requirement, would 
have identified the 
general fire precautions 
necessary to ensure 
people could escape 
safely from the building 
in the event of a fire. 

In his closing 
comments the judge 
stated: “The failure of 
this company is an 
illustration of 
negligence, on their 
part, of a high order.”

March planet watch 


VENUS becomes 
visible in the 
evening sky, shining 
obviously in the 
darkening west. 

Mercury is sufficiently 
far from the sun on 
March 15 to provide an 
excellent chance to see 
this elusive planet in the 
western evening sky, 
with Venus nearby. 

On the night of March 
6-7, the moon is near 
Jupiter, near Mars on the 
morning of March 10 
and near Saturn on the 
following morning. 

This year. Mars will be 
at its brightest since 2003 
when the red planet came 
closer to Earth than it had 
been in 60,000 years. It 
won’t be quite as bright 
as that, but nearly! It will 
dramatically brighten 
over the coming months 
to appear as a brilliant 
red dot in our sky by 
July. 

The Plough (The Big 
Dipper) 

The Plough, or Big 
Dipper, is a star pattern 
which is not 
a constellation in itself 
but a part of a 
constellation - in this 
case, Ursa Major (Great 
Bear). 


The Big Dipper 
outlines the Bear’s tail 
and hindquarters and 
comprises a very 
recognisable grouping of 
seven bright stars which 
are in the shape of a 
saucepan’s bowl and 
handle. 

The two outer stars in 
the bowl are called 
Dubhe and Merak, and 
an imaginary line drawn 
between them points 
directly to Polaris, the 
North Star. This line has 
served as a navigational 
tool for centuries. 

Once you have found 
the Big Dipper, it is easy 
to find the Little Dipper 
because Polaris marks 
the end of the Little 
Dipper’s Handle. The 
much smaller Little 
Dipper also has seven 
stars, but they are 
somewhat dimmer. 

The Big and Little 
Dippers swing 

around Polaris once a 
day like riders on a Perris 
wheel. Just look 
northward and you are 
certain to see the Big 
Dipper in the night sky. 

In one version of 
Greek mythology, the 
god Zeus hid his lover, 
the nymph Callisto, from 
his jealous wife Hera by 


changing her into a bear. 

Callisto’s son, Actas, 
did not know she was 
now a bear and while 
hunting one day came 
across her. To keep Actas 
from accidentally killing 
his mother, Zeus placed 
them together into the 
sky as The Big and Little 
Dippers. 

The Iroquois Indians 
of North America and the 
Micmac Indians of Nova 
Scotia share a story that 


some of their tribe were 
chasing a bear through 
the forest. The Indians 
ran into three giants who 
attacked and killed all the 
Indians, except for three. 
Then, the three survivors 
(the three stars in the 
handle or tail) and the 
bear were transported 
into the sky, where the 
chase continues to this 
day.

The judge continued: 
“The company failed to 
put in place measures 
that are recognised 
standards in the industry 
and allowed breaches to 
subsist over a long 
period of time.” 

Area manager Alison 
Kibblewhite, head of 
risk reduction for South 
Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “The 
outcome of the case 
reflects the seriousness 
of the fire safety 
shortcomings at the 
Bridgend Road 
premises; it is only 
down to chance that 
nobody was killed or 
seriously injured in this 
incident. 

“We always prefer to 
work with businesses to 
raise their fire safety 
standards, but when 
faced with such failings 
as these, we are left with 
no option but to 
prosecute. The Fire 
Safety Order has been in 
force since 2006 and 


those responsible have 
to comply with its 
requirements. 

“Part of our role in 
SWFRS Business Fire 
Safety is to ensure those 
in our communities are 
safe; at work or visiting 
these types of premises. 

“Whether you’re an 
employer, owner, 
landlord, occupier or 
building manager, you 
have a legal duty to 
ensure your business is 
fully compliant with the 
Fire Safety Order. In 
addition to the obvious 
risks to life, you may be 
forced to pay a fine for 
any safety breaches.”

The walk from Barry 
Cemetery to Barry 
Island and back has 
been organised by 
Alison Woolcock. 

Alison and her sister 
Lesley Woolcock, who 
was also known as 
Lesley Brown, 
campaigned for a 
screening programme 
for ovarian cancer. 

Lesley, a 

grandmother of three, 
died on May 17, 2016, 
from ovarian cancer 
but she is fondly 
remembered by many 
people in the Vale. 

The name of the 
event is 

#walkinhemame and 
Alison has set up a 
Facebook page. 

She explained: “The 
walk will begin at 12 
noon at Cemetery 
Road. We will walk 
over to Lesley’s bench 
on Barry Island and 
enjoy a break there 
before walking back. 

“On our return, the 
town council will have 
Merthyr Dyfan Chapel 
open so people can 
light candles for loved 
ones. 

“We will then head 
over to the Tynewydd 
Inn so people can 
socialise. 

“We want to thank 
Stuart at the Tynewydd 
Inn for donating helium 
canisters so we can 
blow up balloons when 
we #walkinhername. 

“There will be a 
personalised red heart 
balloon for everyone 
who has been featured 
on #walkinhemame as 
well as Ovarian Cancer 
Action balloons.” 

Alison says Lesley 
loved nothing more 
than being with people 
and she would have 
fully approved of the 
community-minded 
event.

The most common 
symptoms of ovarian 
cancer are: feeling 
constantly bloated; a 
swollen tummy;

normal. Other 
symptoms include

THEY know how to 
tell a story at the 
Bridgend Youth

It’s a difficult tale to 
tell, because the 1950s 
Hollywood musical has 
been shown many times, 
and it presented a fairly 
sugary version of what is 
a tale with a dark 
undercurrent. 

The story was set up 
beautifully in the 
opening sequence, ‘The 
Carousel Waltz’. As 
characters appear on 
stage we see a young 
woman spinning - as if 
on the carousel, and we 
see a handsome young 
man make his move on 
her. 

It’s our introduction to 
the young mill worker 
Julie Jordan (played by 
Lucy Vinen) and the 
charismatic fairground 
barker, Billy Bigelow 
(James Evans-Jones). 

The stage clears and 
we are left with two 
characters on stage: Julie 
and her best friend Carrie 
Pipperidge (Phoebe-Ann 
Lewis). They may be 
best friends but the song, 
‘You’re a Queer One, 
Julie Jordan’ establishes 
that they are very 
different. 

Julie is hankering after 
something that she can’t 
articulate - love and 
excitement we think, 
because that is what Billy 
Bigelow represents. 
Carrie expands on her 
ambitions in life, and 
they are much more 
conventional - security 
and safety - in her song 
‘When I Marry Mister 
Snow’. 

Mister Snow is a hard¬ 
working and ambitious 
fisherman, and Carrie is 
happy with what he 
offers. It may not be 
exciting, and she 
confides that he smells of 
fish after a long day’s 
work, but she knows 
what she wants - in 
contrast to Julie. 

While they are talking 
and singing, other

characters appear. We 
learn from locals that 
Billy Bigelow is 
regarded with suspicion 
in a town where the 
people are mill workers, 
whalers or fishermen. He 
comes from New York - 
Coney Island in fact - 
and while local girls 
flock to him, he is short 
of real friends. 

We learn from the mill 
owner that Julie and 
Carrie need to get home 
to their boarding house 
before the evening 
‘curfew’ and failure to do 
so could result in being 
dismissed. The reckless 
Julie decides to stay. 

We meet Mrs Mullins, 
the owner of the 
carousel, who has a bad 
feeling about Billy and 
Julie. She and Billy 
argue, it all escalates, and 
he threatens her with his 
fist. It’s the first time we 
see a flash of violence 
from Billy. He can’t 
handle women who 
disagree with him. She 
says he is sacked if he 
defies her and pursues 
Julie, but Billy is 
stubborn. 

So now Billy and Julie 
are both out of work but 
they only have eyes for 
each other. They talk 
around the subject of 
love for a while in the 
song ‘If I loved You’ 
until they fall into each 
other’s arms. 

This all takes place 
over three songs and 
perhaps 20 minutes. It’s 
an example of story 
telling at its best, and it is 
certainly helped by 
having three principals 
who are all just about 
perfectly cast. 

Phoebe-Ann Lewis is 
a delight as Carrie. She is 
all sweetness and light 
and her voice just soars 
out over the audience, 
making the most of songs 
which are so tuneful. It 
will be interesting to see 
her in other roles, but she 
was perfect for this. 

Lucy Vinen also has a 
beautiful voice, which 
she uses well in ‘If I 
loved You’ and later in 
‘What's the Use of 


Wondering’, but her 
character acting captures 
the sense that Julie is 
different from her peers. 
That quality is what 
attracts Billy to her, and 
she does it very well. 

Finally, James Evans- 
Jones as Billy rises to the 
challenge of the role. 
Last year in BYT’s West 
Side Story he did really 
well as the doomed 
romantic hero Tony - but 
Billy is a whole lot 
darker. It is to James’ 
credit that he does the 
groundwork for this role 
in that first 20 minutes. 

He gets the swagger 
that a young man who is 
a hit with the girls can 
develop, but that is pretty 
much his only source of 
self esteem. He can’t 
think things through and 
in his frustration, he 
resorts to violence. 

It was this aspect of 
Billy that 1950s 
Hollywood sugar coated, 
but in this day and age 
that’s not an option. 
James does an excellent 
job of conveying that 
lack of self control, tied 
to immediate contrition, 
that is Billy's hallmark. 

By the time Billy and 
Julie have sung ‘If I 
loved You’ we know 
James has a superb voice, 
but the big challenge is 
‘Soliloquys’ - an eight- 
minute marathon that 
comes when Julie reveals 
they are expecting a 
child. 

It’s full of light and 
shade as Billy is in turn 
proud, confident, scared, 
reflective and finally, in a 
big finish, determined to 
be a good father. That big 
finish offers a great 
chance for a good singer 
to shine, and he grabbed 
it with both hands, 
getting a prolonged 
ovation on the night I 
saw the show. 

Whenever I review a 
BYT show, I start to get 
guilty at all the young 
actors on stage who also 
deserve praise. The lead 
roles take the limelight 
but there is so much 
more. 

Yet another great 


voice belongs to Mali 
Thomas, who plays 
Nettie. She does, of 
course, get to sing the 
now-iconic ‘You’ll 
Never Walk Alone’ and 
she does so beautifully. 

In fact, when the 
company is singing the 
ensemble numbers, the 
standard is just so high. 

Only a month ago, 
Meg Morris was playing 
the lead role of Christine 
in Porthcawl 

Comprehensive’s 
Phantom of the Opera. 
However, the BYT is so 
well off for voices, she 
was able to rest her vocal 
chords and showcase her 
dancing instead. 

She took the role of 
Billy and Julie’s 
daughter, Louise, and 
performed an extended 
ballet sequence which 
indicated how she was in 
danger of repeating her 
parents’ mistakes. She's a 
member of the Miss Sian 
Dixon School of Dance, 
and performed this dance 
with fellow school 
members Harly Videan 
and Harry Thomas 
alternating in the role. 

Billy’s plan for 
providing for his child 
involves coming under 
the spell of his crooked 
friend Jigger. It’s a plan 
that goes tragically 
wrong, of course, and 
Billy dies as a result. 
Rob Davis was an 
excellent Jigger, a young 
man with charm and zero 
conscience - someone 
who has total misguided 
faith in his ability to plan 
something. 

The BYT’s depth of 
talent provides another 
problem for reviewers. 
The night I saw the show, 
the role of Mr Snow was 
played by Owen Rhys 
Evans, who was 
excellent. However, he 
alternated the role with 
Jack Williams, and all I 
can say is that I have it on 
good authority that Jack 
was also very good. 

The same problem 
applies to the role of Mrs 
Mullins, the carousel 
owner. The night I was 
there, she was played by 


Lois Hadley, and sharing 
the role was Aisling 
Thomas. All I can say is 
that Lois was very good 
and so I am told, was 
Aisling. 

BYT artistic director 
Roger Burnell and his 
team know what they are 
doing when it comes to 
the theatre. I've been 
reviewing their shows for 
over 15 years now, and 
this was one of the best. 
It’s hard to see how that 
first 20 minutes could be 
improved and it shows 
what can be done when 
three young actors are so 
well cast. 

Shelly Rees is an 
experienced assistant 
director, and Annie 
Davies did a fine job on 
the choreography, (while 
Sian Dixon 

choreographed the ballet 
elements). Nick Burnell’s 
set design was simple but 
versatile, and worked 
well when Billy met his 
guardian angels in 
heaven. 

As usual, the total 
concentration of every 
cast member was a 
feature of this BYT 
show. The young ones 
pay just as much 
attention to their role on 
stage as do their elders. 
They understand what is 
expected of them and it’s 
a credit to the company’s 
teamwork. 

The musical director, 
Nathan Jones, put 


together an excellent 
orchestra for the show, 
and the balance between 
orchestra volume and the 
singers on stage was 
absolutely spot on. 

At The GEM, we get 
regular letters about 
school productions 
saying: “It was just like a 
West End show”. 

I take those with a 
pinch of salt because 
what is being showcased 
is potential, not the 
finished article. James 
Evans-Jones and Lucy 
Vinen, to name just two, 
are off to do three years 
at drama college, and 
there is a reason for that. 

Nevertheless, this 
production, as with so 
many other BYT shows, 
had a sizeable number of 
wonderful moments - 
and long may that 
continue. 

It was 10 years ago 
that BYT last did 
Carousel. That was a 
great show too and its 
two leads, Katie Elin Salt 
(Julie Jordan) and Allyn 
Hawke (Billy Bigelow) 
have both enjoyed steady 
employment in the 
theatre and TV world 
since they passed 
through the BYT, on 
their way to drama 
college. 

It really would be no 
surprise to see that 
pattern repeated with the 
2018 Carousel line up. 
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‘THE BATTLE FOR EQUALITY IS ONGOING’ 


W HEN is a 
battle 
won? 

When is it just a 
ceasefire, a truce 
that means the 
battle is not over? I 
am not talking 
about Afghanistan, 
Iraq, or Syria 
although the words 
could apply to any 
of them. 

I’m talking about the 
battle for equality for 
women as indicated by 
votes for women. 

This year marks 100 
years since women over 
30, who were married to 
a ratepayer, or were one 
themselves, were 
allowed to vote. 

All men over 21 had 
the vote without 


qualifications. The battle 
was not over even then. 
It took until 1928 for 
women to be given the 
vote at the same age as 
men, and without any 
marital status or 
householder 
qualifications. 

The 1918 

Representation of the 
People Act (RPA) was a 
smoke screen. The 
government were 
terrified of the thousands 
of working class, battle 
hardy men returning 
from the front, who had 
no vote, and who had 
the example of the 
Russian Revolution 
before them. 

The majority of these 
men had not been given 
the vote in the 
Parliament Act of 1911 
which had set the 
maximum term of a 


Parliament at five years 
for the first time. 

The 1918 RPA also 
introduced the idea of 
electors voting in the 
constituency where they 
were registered and on 
one single day, rather 
than over several days as 
it had in the past. 

The decision to 
require women to be 30 
before being allowed to 
vote was to ensure men 
remained the majority. 
The Parliamentary 
(Qualification of 
Women) Act of 
November 1918 allowed 
women to stand for 
Parliament. 

Seventeen women did 
stand, only one of them 
in Wales, when the 
election took place on 
December 14. When the 
votes were finally 
counted on December 


26, only one was 
elected - Constance 
Markevicz, who did not 
take her seat as a Sinn 
Fein MP. It was not 
until 1919 that Nancy 
Astor became the first 
woman to enter the 
Commons. 

Progress was slow. In 
1929, Megan Lloyd 
George was elected as 
Liberal MP for 
Anglesey, a seat she held 
until 1951. In 1957-1966 
she stood as a Labour 
MP and held 
Carmarthen. 

Locally, Edith Picton 
Turbeville of Ewenny 
stood for Labour in 1922 
in North Islington, the 
seat now held by Jeremy 
Corbyn. She failed here 
and in Stroud in 1924, 
but took the Wrekin in 
1929-1931.

Following the decision 
of NatWest to close its 
branches in Maesteg and 
Pencoed, Mr Elmore’s 
constituency now only 
has one bank to serve its 
58,000 residents. 

During a recent debate 
in Parliament Mr Elmore 
stated that the developing 
programme of closures 
of banks across the UK 
was a “shocking failure 
of the banking system”. 

Speaking after the 
debate, Mr Elmore said: 
“While I understand that

concerns about the 
future of our industry. 

“We discussed many 
#FarmingMatters such 
as funding for the 
future, the next 
generation of farmers 
and how we can attract 
more young people to 
take up farming, bovine 
TB and agri- 
environmental schemes. 

“It is very important 
that the public, and 
politicians, understand 
the implications if 
farming gets a bad deal 
after we leave the EU 
and what is likely to 
happen to food security, 
our rural economy and 
our way of life here in 
Wales.” 

Rachel Saunders, the 
FUW’s Glamorgan CEO 
highlighted the need for 
urgent funding security. 

She said: “We know 
that the UK 
Government has said 
that it will match the 
current EU budget that 
supports farming and 
our rural economies; but 
how that money gets to 
Wales and how it is 


managed has not been 
determined. 

“That of course is a 
real problem for our 
farmers like Will and 
his family, because they 
can’t plan for the future. 

“It is encouraging to 
hear First Minister 
Carwyn Jones backing 
the industry and we 
recently heard him say 
that ‘agricultural 
funding will have to be 
held in a separate pot 
and dealt with in a 
different way’. 

“However, there is a 
risk that it could go 
through the Barnett 
Formula, which will 
reduce the £260m to 
around £150m and spell 
disaster for our rural 
economy. 

“The FUW is now 
actively lobbying for 
the money to be 
assigned from the UK 
Government to Wales, 
for agriculture, and we 
really appreciated being 
able to raise this with 
Huw Irranca-Davies on 
the farm.”

‘Branch closures 
are failure of 
hanking system’ 


Barry for one year 1950- 
51; Eirene White took 
East Flintshire in 1950 
but when she moved to 
the House of Lords in 
1970, Wales was left 
with no women MPs for 
14 years. 

In 1984, Ann Clwyd 
took the first safe 
Labour seat of Cynon 
Valley, having stepped 
down from the European 
Parliament, where she 
had served from 1979- 
1984. 

The Labour Party 
introduced all-women 
short lists for safe 
Labour seats which 
changed things. In 1997, 
three new Welsh Labour 
MPs were elected - Julie 
Morgan, Jackie 
Lawrence and Betty 
Williams. 

No new women MPs 
were elected in Wales in 
2001. 

In 2005,1 was elected 
as only the fifth Welsh 
woman MP to be elected 
on an open selection. I 
was joined by my 
colleagues Nia Griffiths, 
Jessica Morton, Sian 
James and Jenny Willott 
for the Lib Dems. Susan 
Ellen Jones joined us in 
2010. 

The 2017 election 
brought another four 
new Welsh Labour MPs 
and finally broke the 
record of 489 women 
elected to the Commons 
since 1918. 

This was, for the first 
time, more than the 
number of men currently 
sitting in the Commons, 



442. 

In 2018, Westminster 
was 49th in the world 
equality ranking of 
women in Parliament, 
the top slots being held 
by Rwanda, Bolivia, 
Cuba and the Seychelles. 

In 100 years, 16 
women have held Welsh 
parliamentary seats. I am 
the 264th woman to be 
elected to Westminster. 
The Welsh Assembly, in 
its short history, has 
done so much better. 

So why does this 


matter? Last week, I 
spoke to Brownies in 
Coity who were working 
for their badge 
celebrating the 100 years 
of women’s 
parliamentary suffrage. 

These Brownies have 
grown up in a world 
where women are MPs, 
hold senior roles as 
prime ministers, judges, 
lawyers, company 
directors, chief 
constables, Olympic 
athletes and scientists. 

They see women 
teachers, nurses, doctors, 
councillors as part of 
their everyday life, yet a 
recent survey of Girl 
Guides found they 
lacked confidence, role 
models, and faced 
bullying on a regular 
basis and 55 per cent 
said they faced gender 
stereotypes which stop 
them saying what they 
really feel. 

An alarming 97 per 
cent reported facing 
everyday sexism in 
marketing and 
advertising. 

With the recent 
revelation of sexual 
harassment, bullying, 
and sexual assault 
experienced by women 
in the arts, media, 
military and politics, we 
cannot say the battle for 
equality has been won. 

The horrific stories of 
sexual exploitation of 
young girls in care 
shows our failure to 
protect vulnerable 
children. 

One in four women 


experience domestic 
violence and two women 
a week will be murdered 
by their current or 
former partners in 
England and Wales. 

Domestic violence 
makes up 10 per cent of 
all crime, a rise of two 
per cent from last year. 

In the 46 years since 
the passing of the Equal 
Pay Act there have been 
improvements. In 1997, 
women doing the same 
jobs as a man earned on 
average just over 17 per 
cent less; now it is 9.4 
per cent lower. It’s 
nothing to be proud of. 

In 2006, Britain was 
the ninth most gender 
equal country. Today it 
is the 20th in the World 
Economic Forum index. 
The index is based on 
economic participation 
and opportunity, 
educational attainment, 
health and political 
empowerment. 

Ahead of us are, as 
you may expect, the 
Scandinavian countries 
and Germany. Also there 
are some of the Baltic 
countries, who are 
currently celebrating 100 
years of their existence, 
the majority under the 
Soviet bloc and yet they 
are doing better than 
Britain on an equalities 
index. 

The battle for equality 
is not over. Yes, we 
should celebrate the 
winning of the franchise 
in 1918, but today’s 
young women and girls 
still have much to fight

ARLY in 
April 1918, 
Mr and Mrs 
William Hodgson 
of 8, George Street 
received a letter 
from their son, 
Private James 
Hodgson, 19, 
Cheshire Regiment 
it seemed as 
though all 
Germany was 
massed against the 
British line. I am 
sorry to say that I 
have lost all my 
dear pals.’ 
{Porthcawl News, 
April 41918) 

Private Hodgson was 
referring to March 24, 
where at Baupame the 
Cheshires were almost 
wiped out. Thankfully 
James Hodgson 
survived, married 
Winifred Jenkins in 
1921 and moved to 21 
Westbourne Place; 
where he died in 1965. 

As a result of the 
huge losses sustained at 
Passchendaele and 
Cambrai, and Lloyd 
George’s refusal to 
commit the number of 
men Haig requested to 
the Western Front, the 
situation necessitated a 
reorganisation of 
battalions. As the cadre 
strength in each 


Division was reduced 
from 12 battalions to 
nine some were 
disbanded altogether, 
including the 16th 
Cardiff City Battalion. 

Therefore, expecting 
a massive German 
attack and being greatly 
outnumbered, the only 
tactic that the British 
could employ was one 
of defence. 

At 4.40am on March 
21, a barrage of shells 
rained down on the 
British line for five 
hours, followed by the 
advance of 
stormtroopers who 
travelled lightly 
carrying only weaponry. 
Named Operation 
Michael and greatly 
helped by thick fog, the 
Germans attacked the 
Third Army under 
General Byng, Arras 
region; and the Fifth 
Army under General 
Gough, in the Somme 
region. Four 
Porthcawlians died 
defending these British 
positions. 

One of their number 
included Corporal Percy 
Henry Brooke, 2/7 
Lancashire Fusiliers, 
66th Division, Fifth 
Army. Percy had been 
born on January 16, 
1891 one of four sons, 
to Oliver and Rosa 
Brooke of Philadelphia 
House, Philadelphia 


Road. After leaving the 
National School, Lias 
Road, he worked as an 
ironmonger’s assistant. 
In January 1915, Percy 
and his older brother 
William assisted as 
drivers for the Royal 
Army Medical Corps at 
the Rest Home, but on 
December 10, 1915 the 
pair enlisted for general 
service at Bridgend. 

On September 19, 

1916, they were 
appointed to the 2/7th 
Lancashire Fusiliers, at 
Grantham Lincolnshire, 
from whence the 
battalion was posted to 
France on February 28, 

1917. In October 1917, 
William, who had been 
wounded at 

Passchendaele, was sent 
home to the 3rd 
Western General 
Hospital at Cardiff, 
whereas Percy remained 
with the battalion. 

After being missing for 
many weeks. Corporal 
Percy Henry Brooke 
was reported as having 
being killed in action on 
March 21, 1918 and 
was buried at Templeux 
le Geurard British 
Cemetery, the Somme. 
He was 27 years old. 

After recovering 
from his wounds, 
William was transferred 
to the Labour Corps 
until October 1919, 
when he came home to 


wife Mary and son 
James, and returned to 
his job as a postman in 
Kenfig Hill. 

Also on March 21, 
Sergeant Robert 
Williams ‘B’ Battery 
293rd Brigade, Royal 
Field Artillery was 
killed near Cambrai 
serving with the 25th 
Division, as part of 
Byng’s Third Army. 

Sgt Williams’ wife, 
Minnie, heard of his 
death through a letter 
from another 
Porthcawlian fighting 
that day. Quarter 
Master Sergeant Jack 
Jones wrote of his 
sorrow, and that he had 
been in charge of the 
party that had buried 
her husband. Bob 
Williams was one of 
five boys and three girls 
bom to John and Jennett 
Williams of 2, Globe 
Cottages, Newton. 
Before the war he had 
worked as a labourer in 
the local quarry and had 
joined the Territorial 
Glamorgan Horse 
Artillery at Port Talbot. 

In December 1914, 
he married Minnie 
Brown and they set up 
home at Poplar House, 
Newton where son 
Robbie was bom in the 
summer of 1916. In 
August 1916, the 
Glamorgan RHA was 
attached to the ‘B’ Bty 



‘Aussie flu can he a killer' 
WARNS LOCAL MAN

A BARRY man has 
told The GEM that 
a two-week bout of 
Australian flu was 
one of the worst 
experiences of his 
life. 

Mark Hooper (57) 
who works as a 
contractor at Port Talbot 
Steel Works and has 
prided himself on his 
fitness over the years, 
said he was concerned 
that people should realise 
that it is a life- 
threatening condition. 

He explained: “What I 
suffered would have 
killed a pensioner. My 
ribs and bones were 
aching and my body was 
so weak. It was as if I’d 
gone 10 rounds with 


Mike Tyson. 

“People should realise 
that Australian flu isn’t 
normal flu.” 

Mark said that if 
pensioners experienced 
extreme symptoms they 
should seek medical 
advice. “I’m 14 stones 
and a fit guy, but one day 
I started shivering and 
the next day I was 
sweating. 

“I was in bed for nine 
days and didn’t get any 
sleep. Every day was a 
challenge.” 


He felt so ill at that 
one stage that he thought 
he might die. Mark 
drank lots of water and 
green teas with honey. 
He knew it was 
important to keep eating, 
even though he’d lost his 
appetite, and ate simple 
foods like boiled eggs 
and ham. 

He pointed out that 
many pensioners enjoy 
travelling and should be 
aware that they might 
pick up a bug on a trip. 

The NHS says flu 


symptoms include 
sudden fever, aching 
body, feeling exhausted, 
a chesty cough, sore 
throat, headache, 

difficulty sleeping, loss 
of appetite, diarrhoea or 
stomach pain, and 
nausea. 

The advice is to rest 
and sleep, keep warm, if 
necessary take 

paracetamol or ibuprofen 
to lower your 
temperature, and to treat 
aches and discomfort, 
and to drink plenty of 
water to avoid 
dehydration. 

Last week, after a two- 
week struggle, Mark was 
back on his feet and rates 
himself “85 per cent 
better” and on the road to 
recovery. 




293rd Brigade and 
sailed from 
Southampton on 
January 21, 1917. Bob 
had been home on leave 
in the February before 
his death and was 
expected home again 
for a month’s furlough 
at the end of April 

1918. 

Sergeant Williams is 
buried at Beaumetz 
Cross Roads Cemetery, 
Beaumetz-Les-Cambrai, 
he was 23 years old. 

By March 23, the 
Germans had reached 
the Crozat Canal 
between the Rivers 
Somme and Oise, which 
was being defended by 
the 54th Brigade, part 
of the Fifth Army 
(which included the 6th 
Northamptonshire 
Battalion). It was here 
that Lance Corporal 
Richard Wallace 
Burnell was killed by 
trench mortar. 

Bom in 1892, Wally, 
as he was known, was 
one of three sons born 
to William and Martha 
Burnell, ‘Craigeme’, 25 
Mary Street. After 
leaving school, he 
worked as a bricklayer 
in his father’s building 
business, often acting as 
foreman. According to 
his obituary, he was an 
excellent golfer, 
cricketer and rugby 
player, though not quite 
as good as his cousin, 
Welsh International 
Clem Lewis who had 
served with the 16th 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment. 

On November 8, 
1915, at Porthcawl, 
Wally was attested to 
the 23rd Pioneer Welsh 
Regiment, being 
appointed Lance 
Corporal Burnell on 
December 1. On March 
21, 1916, as Sapper 
Burnell, he was 
transferred to the Inland 
Water Transport Section 
of the Royal Engineers 
at Chatham. 

On January 13, 1917, 
at Bridgend, he married 
Winifred Rees, who 
went to live with his 
parents at ‘Craigeme’ 
while he was away at 
war. On May 29, 11 
days after the death of 
his uncle Chief Petty 
Officer Richard Power, 


Mercantile Marine, he 
was again transferred to 
the 4th Reserve 
Battalion Northampton 
Regiment; finally being 
posted to Prance on 
August 8 where he 
joined the 6th Battalion. 

Writing to his widow, 
2nd Lieutenant Austin 
Ross stated that: “As we 
evacuated the area 
directly afterwards, it 
was impossible to bury 
him”. {Porthcawl News, 
April 18,1918). Lance 
Corporal Richard 
Wallace Burnell’s body 
was never recovered 
and he is remembered 
on the Pozieres 
Memorial, Prance. 

On March 25, as the 
Germans advanced on 
the Third Army near 
Arras, a company of 
Lancashire Pusiliers, 
42nd Division 
attempted to stem the 
attack at Sapignies and 
once again were faced 
with massed machine 
guns and had to 
withdraw. Heavy 
casualties were 
reported, one of whom 
was Private Harold 
Upham, 10, Vintern 
Terrace. Harold was 
bom in Tiverton, Devon 
in 1898 to George and 
Elizabeth Upham. 

George’s job as a 
domestic gardener 
brought the family to 
Porthcawl c 1908. 
Harold involved himself 
in local life until he 
enlisted at Bridgend in 
1916. In late 1917, his 
unit was posted to 
Prance from whence he 
wrote in early March 


1918, thanking the 
Porthcawl post office 
(Coral Bookies today) 
for the parcel sent to 
him at Christmas, which 
he hadn’t received until 
Pebruary 1. Private 
Harold Upham is 
remembered on the 
Arras Memorial and on 
his parents’ grave at St 
John’s Church, Newton. 
He was 20 years old. 

On March 26, at a 
conference at Doullens 
called by Douglas Haig, 
General Poch was given 
overall command of the 
Western Pront. 
Simultaneously, General 
Ludendorff changed his 
objectives and focused 
his German armies on 
the capture of Amiens 
and an advance toward 
Compiegne. Both these 
objectives failed, as did 
the attack on Byng’s 
Third Army near Arras. 

The speed of the 
German infantry had 
been its undoing. By 
advancing so far it had 
been separated from 
food supplies and 
ammunition. By the 
end of March, Gough’s 
5th Army had suffered 
177,739 casualties and 
Byng’s 3rd Army 
78,860. The Germans 
had advanced 40 miles 
but had not only not 


achieved any of their 
objectives, but had 
suffered 239,000 
casualties. 

Pinally, on the home 
front it was understood 
that the project of 
building concrete ships 
at Porthcawl was 
making satisfactory 
progress. A syndicate 
formed in previous 
months had secured a 
lease from the Great 
Western Railway of the 
dock and surrounding 
area to build barges and 
smaller craft. The whole 
concept of concrete 
ships had been 
considered nationally 
due to the lack of wood 
and steel supplies for 
shipbuilding. On August 
2, 1917,Nicolay 
Pougner of Norway 
launched the first self- 
propelled reinforced 
concrete ship, which 
interested the American 
Government. 
Consequently, the first 
American ferrocement 
ship, SS Faith was 
launched March 18, 
1918. Ultimately, 
America built 11 more 
ships but after the war, 
the concept was 
mothballed; and as you 
can imagine Porthcawl 
did not get that contract.

A WOMAN who 
lives in Barry has 
been selected to 
play for England in 
the first ever World 
Deaf Rugby 7s 
tournament being 
held in Sydney, 
Australia. 

Lynsey Phillips, a 
mother of two who 
works as an early years 
practitioner, moved to 
Wales during the 1999 
World Cup. 

She explained: “I 
grew up in Bexhill in 
east Sussex, and had 
issues with my hearing 
from when I was young. 
I had my first hearing 
aid at the age of 15. 

“You do not have to 
be profoundly deaf to 
play deaf rugby; there is 
a range of levels of 
hearing loss among 
players.” 

Lynsey (42) started 
playing rugby at the 
University of Surrey 
more than 20 years ago. 
She now plays for Barry 
Ladies RFC. 

“I also now play for 
England Deaf Ladies’ 
team. The first game 
that I played with them 
was at Cardiff Arms 
Park in January 2015 
against Penallta. 

“So far this season 
we have played Devon 
Ladies and Portsmouth 
Valkyries, and on March 
24 we are due to play 
Preston.” 

That is just before 
Lynsey is due to fly out 
to Australia to compete 
for England in the first 
World Deaf Rugby 7s. 

Wales doesn’t have a 
deaf ladies first fifteen 
or sevens squad - if 
they had, Lynsey says 
she could have been 
representing Wales!

Her nan Audrey, who 
lives in Eastbourne, has 
just turned 100. 
Audrey’s brother Erank, 
who passed away 
recently, lived in 
Australia for 50 years 
and Lynsey hopes to 
meet up with his 
children during the 7 s 
trip. 

The England Deaf 
Rugby Union is a 
charity and each player 
has to self-fund travel 
costs and 
accommodation.

I N Oscar season, 
high-profile 
films tend to 
come along at a 
rapid pace, and last 
week saw two films 
that have picked up 
nominations 
released in cinemas 
in Lady Bird and I, 

Tonya. 

The former tells the 
story of Lady Bird 
(Saoirse Ronan), a 17- 
year-old wanting to 
break free from the 
chains of her home life 
to engage in the wider 
world; but, like most 17- 
year-olds, what she 
wants from the world 
and what the world can 
offer her are two 
different things entirely. 

The latter is a 
recounting of how Tonya independence and her 


big 

Lady Bird marks the 
directorial debut of 
Greta Gerwig, who also 
wrote the screenplay. 
Gerwig, likely best 
known to mainstream 
audiences as Russell 
Brand’s love interest in 
his dull remake of 
Arthur, does a nice line 
in disenfranchised 
women trying to get 
ahead in the world, and 
she uses this here in a 
coming-of-age tale that 
is both witty and warm, 
a film that doesn’t 
sugarcoat the notion of 
growing up and the 
travails that it brings. 

It’s anchored by an 
exceptional turn from 
Saoirse Ronan as the 
titular Lady Bird, 
refusing to answer to her 
birth name in an attempt 
to show her 


Harding (played by 
Margot Robbie) grew 
from a precociously 
talented ice skater under 
the ‘guidance’ of her 
mother Lavona (Alison 
Janney) to a figure of 
hate as she was 
implicated in an attack 
on her rival Nancy 
Kerrigan in 1994... 


artistic side and whose 
opening scene (an 
argument with her 
mother, played in a 
wonderful performance 
by Laurie Metcalfe, 
about her choice of 
college) runs the gamut 
from realism to comic 
absurdity in a matter of 
minutes.

While a character who 
is strong-minded, she is 
never presented in a 
negative light, her 
actions never coming 
from a place of 
malevolence, rather the 
same place that we’ve 
all been to when we 
were young, when the 
decisions of the heart 
never quite catch up to 
the decisions of the 
head. 

It’s a film that doesn’t 
shy away from issues 
but presents them with a 
pleasing lack of 
melodrama, the events 
of a teenage life (friends 
coming and going, 
relationships) delivered 
with a caustic honesty 
that is infused with a 
sense of humour that 
comes across in the 
performances, and has 
all the hallmarks of the 
Gerwig we’ve seen both 
on screen and on the 
page in the likes of 
Mistress America and 
Frances Ha. 

It’s a low-key but 
incredible debut for 
Gerwig, the film 
carrying her sense of 
identity and world view 
with a clarity that is 
rarely seen from first¬ 
time directors, and her 
Oscar nod for best 
director is a just one. 

Craig Gillespie hasn’t 
received an Oscar 
nomination for directing 
I, Tonya, but the film has 
received plaudits 
elsewhere, with Margot 
Robbie and Alison 
Janney picking up 
nominations for best 
actress and best 
supporting actress 
respectively, and they 
are richly deserved in a 
darkly comic story of an 
American dream turned 
sour. 

Robbie is superb as 
Harding, a performance 
that paints the character 
in shades of grey, neither 
an anti-hero nor the 


Machiavellian ice queen 
she has been portrayed 
as. 

Her life as recounted 
here is one of hardships 
and struggles, and her 
ascendancy up the ice 
skating ranks - a sport 
hardly known for their 
love of the rough and the 
rugged - bristles with 
those in charge, putting 
her on the back foot 
from the start. 

It says much for 
Robbie’s turn that Alison 
Janney only just fails in 
stealing the entire film 
as the chain-smoking, 
parrot-wielding Lavona, 
a hurricane of hatred and 
pithy putdowns that sees 
the actress on top form; 
while Sebastian Stan, as 
Harding’s husband Jeff, 
goes from being a 
saviour to being an even 
bigger nightmare for 
Tonya as their 
relationship breaks down 
into physical violence, 
gunshots and, eventually, 
an act of misguided love 
that sees all the major 
players damned. 

Gillespie’s use of 
talking heads peppered 
throughout the film 
gives us gives us clues 
that what we’re seeing 
may not necessarily be 
the truth, and it’s the 
film’s less-than-slavish 
devotion to the real 
events that makes it an 
intriguing and 
compelling biopic. 

VERDICT - Spoiled 
for choice, both Lady 
Bird and I, Tonya are 
hugely entertaining and 
satisfying films. The 
former’s bittersweet 
coming-of-age tale is 
humorous and realistic, a 
perfect showcase for 
Saoirse Ronan’s fine 
lead turn and Greta 
Gerwig’s strong 
directorial debut; while 
L Tonya sees Margot 
Robbie and Alison 
Janney deliver superb 
turns in a darkly comic 
biopic that highlights an 
interesting character in 
Tonya Harding - both 
come highly 
recommended.

Green Flag’s 
common-sense tips on 
driving in cold weather 
are: 

Always check your 
speed - even if the roads 
have been gritted they’re 
likely to be slippery. 

Give more warning 
than usual to other 
drivers - when turning, 
stopping or changing 
lane. 

Keep plenty of 
distance between cars. 
You never know when 
you’ll hit an icy patch. 

If you pass through the 
same tracks as the car in 
front of you within three 
seconds, you ’re 
following too closely. 

Check whether your 
car has ABS anti-lock 
brakes. In the unlikely 
event that it doesn’t, 
pump the brake pedal 
slowly to prevent the 
wheels locking up and 
skidding. 

Be extra-wary of 
black ice. It’s an 
invisible danger that can 
catch out even the most 
careful driver. 

Approach corners at a 
steady speed, in as low a 
gear as possible. Don’t 
touch the clutch unless 
it’s absolutely necessary, 
steer smoothly and avoid 
braking on bends. 

Make sure all 
passengers are wearing 
seat belts. 

Ensure you ’re 
familiar with your car’s 
ventilation system to 
prevent windows from 
steaming up. Air 
conditioning will keep 
windows free from mist 
and condensation.

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BOOK REVIEW 


Voices of 
Cardiff 


R eaders 

young and 
old will be 
fascinated by 
‘Voices of Cardiff’ 
compiled by GEM 
columnist Brian 
Lee. 

Through the 
reminiscences of local 
people, accompanied by 
approximately 100 
photographs, this book 
remembers the Cardiff 
of yesteryear and paints 
a revealing period of 
immense change in the 
capital city of Wales 
over the past century. 

In their own words, 
Cardiffians, many no 
longer with us, tell about 
the way they lived, their 
lives and the conditions 
in which they lived 
during the past 
century. 

There are chapters on 
family and home, 
childhood and school 
days, clothes and 
fashion, sport, leisure 
and entertainment, 
working life and 
wartime 

The author, who has 
been keeping GEM 
readers in touch of what 
has been happening on 
the Welsh horse racing 
and point-to-point front 
for many years, reveals 
how he was just 16 
when he attended his 
first point-to-point: “It 
was held on 
April 5, 1952 and I still 
have the racecard. The 
Pentyrch Hunt 
Steeplechases proved 
something of a 
revelation and I soon 
became an ardent fan, 
travelling by bus to other 
local point-to-points. 

“I would follow my 
hero. Bill Jones, and 
favourite horses 
Sylvester 11 , Carijf 
Princess, Spurn Head 


and Sally On, but little 
did I think then that, 14 
years later, I would be 
reporting on the sport for 
such esteemed 
publications as The 
Sporting Life, Horse & 
Hound and Racing 
Post.” 

Brian also recalls the 
speedway that once took 
place in Cardiff and 
writes; “In the early 
1950s, I was a regular 
Cardiff Dragons 
speedway fan. The 
Penarth Road stadium 
was said to be one of the 
best speedway tracks in 
the country. 

“I can remember in 
1952 the Cardiff 
Dragons team beating 
Plymouth by 47-37 
points. The roar of the 
motorbikes, the smell of 
the fuel and the clouds 
of shale dust thrown up 
as the riders rounded a 
bend all made it very 
exciting to a young lad 
of 15 or 16.” 

As for Brian’s earliest 
memory, he writes: “My 
earliest memory is of the 
Second World War and 
my mother wrapping me 
up in a blanket and 
carrying me downstairs 
to the Anderson air raid 
shelter at the bottom of 
our garden in Thesiger 
Street.”

However, it was soon 
back to Irish pressure. 
On 32 minutes, Sexton 
finally succeeded with a 
penalty and six minutes 
later, a long goal-line 
siege was ended when 
the Irish centre Aki 
stretched out his arm to 
get the touchdown after 
being held just short. 

Sexton converted to 
make it 15-13 to 
Ireland at the break and 
Alun Wyn Jones was 
seen leaving the field in 
deep conversation with 
referee Jackson. 

It seemed that Wales 
would surely get a grip 
on their legal problems 
and hence enjoy more 
possession in the 
second half - but 
Ireland had other ideas. 

For almost the entire 
third quarter Ireland 
held on to the ball and 
simply refused to cough 
it up. It was mistake- 
free rugby, but not 
exactly exciting. 

On 45 minutes, 
flanker Dan Leavy went 
over from close range 
for a converted try, and 
on 53 minutes it was 
more of the same, with 
Cian Healy wriggling 
over. This time, the 
conversion was missed 
but it was now 27-13 to 
Ireland and, it seemed, 
game over. 

Then, 61 mi nutes in, 
Wales scored a try and 
it looked really quite 
simple.

for the try. 

George North was 
brought on and was 
soon looking 
threatening. On one 
occasion, he took the 
Irish full back Rob 
Kearney on the outside, 
making the No 15 look 
pedestrian. 

However, the Welsh 
fightback appeared to 
have stalled with five 
minutes to go when 
they were penalised. 
Sexton was in some 
discomfort (he would 
soon be replaced by 
Carberry) so Conor 
Murray showed that he 
can do more than kick 
out of hand by landing 
the three-pointer, 
making it 30-20 to 
Ireland. 

However, Wales 
came straight back with 
another fine try. This 
was made by Scott 
Williams who created 
the overlap with an 
outside break, followed 
by a pass out of the 
back of his hand to the 
supporting Navidi, who 
once again drew his 
man to perfection and 
put Steff Evans in. 
Halfpenny's conversion 
made it 30-27, and the 
Irish crowd could 
scarcely believe their 
eyes. 

It would have been 
an all-time great escape 
but, as the game entered 
the last two minutes, 
Gareth Anscombe, on as 
a replacement for Dan 
Biggar, tried one more 
long pass, but Irish 
wing Stockdale read it 


and sauntered over for a 
try that prompted Irish 
sighs of relief all round. 

It’s actually quite 
hard to take a message 
from this game. Surely 
Ireland will never again 
be that successful in 
terms of ball retention? 

Wales had a cutting 
edge that Ireland 
lacked - but that was no 
good without a fairer 
share of the ball. 

A final thought on 
TV summariser Gordon 
D’Arcy, who was intent 
on redefining the word 
‘unintentional’. The 
afore-mentioned kick 
by Rob Kearney was 
deemed intentional by 
the ref, who penalised 
him. 

It happened again 
when centre Bundee 
Aki took his role as a 
decoy runner a little too 
far, running so hard into 
Gareth Davies that the 
Welsh scrum half 
required treatment.

SchmidTs possession rugby squeezes 
the life out of Wales BY PHILIP IRWIN 


F or people of around my 
age, a Saturday morning 
meant a trip to the local 
cinema to watch children’s films, 
and one regular feature was the 
weekly cliff-hanging thriller - in 
my case it was Captain Video. 

Each week our hero would be left in 
mortal peril, perhaps half way up a cliff, 
clinging on with one hand to a rope where 
the strands were breaking one by one. He 
was doomed. 

Then, the following week you would 
take your seat and, without explanation, he 
would be standing at the top of the cliff, 
quite safe. A similar escape in the weekly 
comics would be accompanied by the all¬ 
purpose phrase, ‘with one bound he was 
free!’ 

It was almost like that for Wales on 
Saturday. 

Welsh fans went from a sense of despair 
to a sense of disbelief as Wales suddenly 
found a way into the game. Speaking 
personally, I had abandoned any 
professional detachment on the 55-minute 
mark, put aside my notebook and picked 
up a newspaper. 

It was too painful to watch Ireland 
squeeze the life out of Wales. 

The first half had been difficult, but 
amazingly, despite getting only about 30 
per cent possession, Wales had led for 
more than 20 mi nutes. 


The fact that Joe Schmidt’s Ireland play 
a low risk game designed to retain 
possession was no surprise. The Ireland 
pack has no use for fripperies such as off¬ 
loads. They will keep on keeping on 
recycling through endless phases until they 
spot some lack of defensive organisation. 

What made the first half even more 
one-sided in terms of possession was that 
Wales fell foul of New Zealand referee 
Glen Jackson. It’s all about the difference 
in interpretation between Southern and 
Northern Hemisphere refs, apparently, and 
Ireland proved to be adept at reading Mr 
Jackson. 

It had started well for Wales. They won 
the first aerial battle after a Dan Biggar 
high kick, gained a penalty and Leigh 
Halfpenny slotted the kick. Jonny Sexton 
soon had a chance to equalise for Ireland, 
but missed a pretty simple shot from 30- 
odd yards. 

A few minutes later Sexton did the right 
thing, capitalising on a spell of Irish 
pressure close to the Wales try line with a 
long, fast, flat pass to left wing Stockdale 
to go over in the corner. 

The Irish fly half did miss the 
conversion and then missed another 
straightforward penalty about 10 minutes 
later. Each kick had been pushed about 
two feet wide of the upright. 

All this took place over a period of 
constant Irish pressure. The forwards were 
putting their heads down and making a 


few yards, while the main threat came 
from the two centres, Earrell and Aki, who 
were taking a longer run and entering the 
line at speed. 

Eventually, Wales managed to get a 
hand on the ball and fed Scott Williams, 
who let fly with a long relieving kick. A 
good chase forced Sexton to kick for touch 
and suddenly Wales had a line out on the 
22-metre line. 

They won that line out and started a few 
phases of their own, with Shingler making 
good yards. Then, the ball was fumbled - 
but fortunately it went backwards - and 
scrum half Gareth Davies took advantage 
of some Irish defenders switching off to 
wind his way over close to the posts. 

So, against the run of play - something 
of an understatement - Wales led 10-5. 

Ireland continued to press but when 
Dan Biggar launched a high kick on 29 
minutes, he and Rob Kearney contested it 
and Biggar won out. However, when they 
came down to earth, Kearney kicked the 
ball out of Biggar's hand and was 
penalised. 

Gordon D’Arcy, the former Ireland 
centre, felt it was “unintentional” - but 
more of that later. 

Halfpenny kicked the penalty and, 
remarkably, Wales had extended their lead.
